Her complex- 
ion wns bright and pale, much more so than the 
Chinese; her features animated and expressive, 
and her teeth white, ami as finely formed as her 
entire figure. B.v the latter I saw that she was 
unmarried — the invariable Japanese custom be- 
ing that on the marriage of every female the teeth 
are dyed black, and in some cases the eyebrows 
shaven off. 

I halted nearly in front of where she stood; 
she did not look piqued, and turn away as the fair 
damsels of my own country would have done, but 
she favored ioe with a steady gaze, and smiled, 
though I could scarcely detect the movement of 
a feature, while her eyes, like souls of eloquence, 
glowed in fascinating beauty. She was reading 
a book; I saluted her with a low bow, 8he return- 
ed the compliment by a somewhat similar move- 
ment. observing my curiosity to see the book 
which she held, she handed it to me. It was thick 
and of nearly quarto size, and letter press was 
mixed with numerous wood cuts — a common cir- 
cumstance in Japan, as I subsequently ascertain- 
ed, where nearly every book published abounds 
with numerous illustrations, iu weight the book 
was exceedingly light, and the cover was ot very 
thick colored paper, highly ornamented, the ex 
ternal picture being that of a crucifixion; the pa- 
per was printed on one side only, and left uncut, 
so that the priuted sides were alone presented to 
the eye. The work, one of au ordinary kind, 
was of excellent typography. Of iu ordinary 
merits the young lady might have formed an opin- 
ion; but being anything but a Japanese, l could 
do no sunk pleasant thing.

Within ninety days alter the pu:-Bage of this 
act every existing military company which has been fur- 
nished with Man- arms shall conform to the require- 
ment* of this act which relate to mustering now »4>m- 
panios Into the Stale Guard; but it shall nut Of an abso- 
lute requisite that snerh companies shall ha\ «!!»«.- lull 
strength required for new companies, or ihui the mem- 
bers of such companies shall be eighteen years of age. 
The commanding officer under the present organization 
of such companies shall make out a statement of all 
arms, equipments, and public properly in possession of 
the company and ol‘ its members, and submit the same 
to the county judge, w ho, if he deem il es pedient, shall 
indorse ou said statement, that it is with hi- sanction that 
said arms and evjutpm&nt.s are held by said company; 
alter which indorsement the arms and equipments so 
described shall be charged against such county in like 
manner as if they had been issued as provided in cases 
of new companies mustered into the service under tins 
act. The statement of arms, thus indorsed, together 
with the commander’s report of the strength of the com- 
pany, shall be transmitted to the inspector general, who 
shall cause the company to be mustered into the Stale 
Guard, and the election of officers to take place iu the 
same manner as is prov Ided for a new company. 

Sffi. Should any existing company fail, within the 
required time, to comply with the above prescribed con- 
ditions, it shall bo considered us disbanded; and it shall 
be the duty of the county attorney, or the Common- 
wealth's attorney for the district in which such disband- 
ed company existed, on the representation of any offi- 
cer of the Active Militia, to take the necessary legal 
steps to. obtain the res titution of the Mato a rims and oth- 
er property which bud been issued for the use of such 
company. 

•‘$27. After the expiration of ninety days Iroin the 
passage of this act, no person who is not a member of 
the Active Militia, shall retain or have in his possession, 
at any time, arms or military equipments belonging to 
the Male, unless they have been properly issued to such 
person in pursuance ol’ law, and he shall be permitted 
by proper authority to retain the same in the discharge 
of a public duty; umi no person, wheiherof the Active 
Militia or not, shall use any public amis or equipments 
for his private use; under the penalty, in either of the 
above case . of not less than live dollars for each offense, 
to be recovered before a justice of the peace, on infor- 
mation by the county attorney; «*r in the case of u mem- 
ber of the Active Militia, il may lie recovered by sen- 
tence of a court martial.

Every attentive observer of American politics 
will concede that nearly all of the German vote 
in the Northern States is closely identified with 
the Republican parly.

It is no wonder then that the Germans of 
the northern States form so important an ele 
meat in the Republican party. The Southern 
States need never expect any recognition of their 
constitutional rights from that source. At any 
rate, they need never expect any aid from Pirch 
source towards the defeatoftho.se who propose to 
trample upon those rights. 

These views the American party, during its 
existence, labored earnestly to impress upon t lie 
Southern mini). The necessary and natural an 
Ugonism oi Europeans to the institution of 
slavery was urged as a reason why the Southern 
States especially should aim to check the tide of 
loreign immigration, and cripple or destroy the 
immense iotiuenci* which foreigners wielded iu 
the politics of this country. But u> all such ar- 
gum cuts tlie .Southern States have ho far turned 
a deaf ear. They seem to be resolutely opposed 
10 any and all measures which propose to do 
crease foreign influence in this country. But a 
day will come when the people of the Southern 
States will awaken to a sense of the immense 
weight which foreign influence does and will 
exercise against the “peculiar institution.” 

So powerful is the German population in 
Northern politics that neither party there, and 
especially the Republican, will dare to make a 
nomination which will be displeasiug to them. — 

It is an every day’s occurrence to read specula- 
tions in Republican papers as to whether this or 
that candidate wilt unite the German vote. — 

Vt lieu Edward Bates was first mentioned in con- 
nection with the Republican nomination the chief 
reason urged by some of the adherents of other 
aspirants against his nomination was that the GYr- 
ma a a would not sustain him. The Germau vote 
has become a distinct and independent element iu 
American politics. While the native-born citi- 
zen* ol the country are Democrats, Americans, 
Whigs, Republicans, according to their re- 
speetive views of political questions, the Ger 
mans maintain no isolated position, and their 
politics are not characterized by such words as 
indicate their connection with any particular po- 
litical organization. They maintain their Euro- 
pean designation. They do not pride themselves 
upon being American citizens, but. are as em- 
phatically German in their name, associations 
and principles, as if they were still subjects of 
Euiopean despots. They have their German or- 
ganizations of every kind, and are as clanish and 
exclusive as if they had no connection with the 
American government. 

Unless the policy of this government under 
goes a radical < bauge, the time is not far distant 
when the foreign population will have the con- 
trolling voice in American polities. And in pro- 
portion as that foreign influence increases will 
the right of the Southern States be disregarded. 

Insolent Assumption. — T he Constitutional 
Union movement seeuis to be attracting the at 
tention and exciting the woeful ire of all the 
Democratic penny whistles of the land. Nearly 
every Democratic paper we take up has embraced 
the opportunity to give the “child” a kick and 
lo vent all its bottled ill nature upon the heads 
ol those who have dared to take part in a move 
ment, having for its end the destruction of the 
“variety parly.”
